The famishcddogs, 
of which there are always large numbers 
in every Turkish town, were feeding on 
the corpses of the dead and the bodies 
of the still living wounded.

age howls of the greedy brutes as they 
tore the putrid flesh of tho dead and 
crunched (he bones between thcirtecth, 
the cries and groans of tho wounded as 
they vainly struggled with (he dogs, 
might be 'heard for miles around, and 
made the soul sick.

ing at the skulls, hopping from body to 
body, with beaks and plumage besmear- 
ed with human blood, and screaming 
with fiendish delight.

.hoiisand prisoners were huddled togcth- 
jr on the bank of the Vid, and the hor- 
rors of their position equaled those of 
he great plague which ravaged I'luropc 
n the fourteenth century.

lead were piled together promiscuously 
n heaps like wood, and carted away.— 
There were only three carts available 
for the work, and the confusion was in- 
lescribable. Osman's bravery is stain- 
ed and blackened by his treatment of 
the liusshm wounded that fell in(o his 
lands, 


Tho Bucharest correspondent of the 


Herald says that a fearful retribution 
ins overtaken a part of Osman's army, 
which was caught on the inarch by that 
dreadful .snowstorm.
